THE future of Haverhill Arts 
Centre appears to be secure - 
at least until 2012. 

Fears were raised earlier this 
year that the centre could close 
due to council budget cuts. 

But St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
chiefs said this week that there were no 
plans to change the current funding arr¬ 
angements for the centre, which run until 
April 2012. 

Town clerk Gordon Mussett warned in 
August that redundancies at the centre 
were likely as the town council would not 
be able to fill the gap left by a cut in cash 
from the borough council. 

He said in a written report that the town 
council would have to make 60 per cent of 
its staff redundant if it was unable to 
increase council tax by 9.7 per cent over 
two years. 

The town’s leisure centre has also 
escaped funding cuts as St Edmundsbury 
is not planning any changes in its arr¬ 
angements with Abbeycroft Leisure, 
which runs the centre. 

Cllr John Griffiths, borough council 
leader, said: “We have invested very 
heavily in Haverhill and we are not 
looking to do anything that will affect 
front-line services and we hope that will 
continue.”

St Edmundsbury is having to cut its 
budget from £7 million to £5 million over the 
next four years. 

It is waiting for the Government’s 
announcement about funding support for 
the next financial year, which is due early 
December, but it is expecting a 28 per cent 
reduction. 

Nearly 20 council jobs which became 
vacant during the year will not be filled to 
save a total of £290,000. 

All overtime payments have been stopped 
and a cut in agency work will save £48,000. 

The council is also aiming at generating 
new income totalling £262,000 saving 
£109,000 on procuring supplies an in¬ 
creasing parking and other charges to bring 
in £193,000. A reduction in the number of 
committee meetings will save around 
£5,000. 

The borough is also aiming to save 
£58,000 by making better use of its offices at 
Lower Dows Slade, Haverhill. 

Talks are to be held with voluntary 
organisations and police about possibly 
renting some of the space available in the 
offices. 

Liz Watts, the borough’s head of finance, 
said the council could have closed the office 
to save money. But it intended to protect its 
services in the town. 

It is also saving money by transferring 
seven staff, who are involved in processing 
benefits, to the Thetford-based Anglia 
Revenues Partnership. 

The partnership was set up several years 
ago by the borough council with neigh¬ 
bouring Lorest Heath District Council. 

It has since been joined by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council and 
handles council tax and benefits for all three 
councils. 


Crash couple are ‘lucky to be alive’ 


A COUPLE say they are 
lucky to be alive after 
their car skidded on oil 
or diesel and crashed at 
a roundabout on the 
A1307. 

Security officer Christ¬ 
opher Garnett, 65, was 
being driven to Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital for a 
heart appointment by 


his wife June when the 
crash happened last 
Thursday. 

The couple, from 
Woodcock Close, Haver¬ 
hill, escaped serious 
injury. But their W- 
registration Citroen 
Xsara was a write-off 
after hitting road signs. 

Mr Garnett, 65, said: 


“We got to the round¬ 
about on the A1307 at 
Babraham and it just slid 
straight across the road 
and ended up on the 
island. 

“It was raining but 
there was diesel all over 
the road. It was like a 
skating rink. We were 
just going at a steady 


pace. It was lucky we 
weren’t going any faster. 

“There were two fire 
engines, three or four 
police cars, two ambul¬ 
ances and a paramedic. 
But fortunately we were 
just shook up. There 
should be some way of 
warning people when 
there’s oil on the road.” 


Judge tells fraudster 
‘expect jail next time’ 


A FRAUDSTER who cleared 
out his elderly father’s 
bank account has been 
warned by a judge that he 
will be jailed if he fails to 
complete unpaid comm¬ 
unity work. 

John Apps, 4J, is subject to a 
suspended eight-month prison 
sentence imposed in June after 
he was convicted of fraud by 
abuse of trust. 

At the same time he was ord¬ 
ered to do 100 hours of unpaid 
community work and be super¬ 
vised by a probation officer for 12 
months. 

Apps, of Bellings Road, Haver¬ 
hill, was brought back to Ipswich 
Crown Court last Lriday for 
missing two unpaid work sess¬ 
ions and failing to provide 
acceptable excuses. 

The court previously heard that 
Apps, and his wife Carol, who was 
given a four-month suspended 
sentence, had “bled dry” his 80- 
year-old father John Apps. 

They withdrew £14,693 from 
his accounts while arrears of rent, 
council tax and electricity 
payments built up at his home in 
Grays, Essex. 

Apps’ father died before the 
case came to court but he 
previously made statements that 
the couple had not got his 
permission to take money from 
his accounts - other than to pay 
bills. 

Prosecutor Richard Kelly told 
the court that since the unpaid 
work order was imposed on Apps 
he had completed just 12 hours. 

He missed appointments in 
August and September and later 
produced letters from his dentist 
and his employer which referred 
to different dates. 

Shereen Dyer, defence barr¬ 
ister, said Apps, who worked as a 
lorry driver, had suffered a back 
and knee injury at work which 
made it difficult to do the unpaid 
gardening work allocated by the 
Probation Service. 

She said Apps’s job could be at 
risk if he had to do more gard¬ 
ening. 

But Judge John Devaux said 
having heard evidence about 
Apps during the trial he was “not 
the least bit surprised” that there 
were now problems with the 
order. 

He extended the supervision by 
the Probation Service for an extra 
three months and warned Apps: 
“Expect to go to prison next 
time.”

TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
founder of a sailing group for 
people with disabilities and a 
group which aids volunteers. 

Eric Bratt, who was vice-chairman of 
the Haverhill Association of Voluntary 
Organisations (HAVO), has died aged 81. 

Mick Smith, chairman of HAVO, said: 
“We will all miss Eric. He had a heart the 
size of Texas and would help anyone in 
need if he could. He will be missed by us 
all.” 

Mr Bratt was a former police officer in 
Manchester’s tough Moss Side district and 
later became a member of the secret 
intelligence service MI6, serving in Berlin. 

He moved to Haverhill in the late 1970s 
on his retirement and became involved in 
Neighbourhood Watch and the Crime 
Prevention Panel. 

Mr Bratt, who lived in Kingfisher Close, 
on the town’s Chalkstone estate, helped 
form HAVO and also set up and became 
chairman of WASH Sailability, a group 
based at Lackford Lakes, near Bury St 
Edmunds, which provides sailing act¬ 
ivities for people with disabilities. 

He was also a volunteer with the 
Haverhill Blind and Partially Sighted 
(BAPS) group and volunteered with 
National Trust at Ickworth House, near 
Bury St Edmunds. 

He is survived by his three daughters. 

His funeral will be held at 3pm on 
Thursday, November 25, at West Suffolk 
crematorium, near Bury St Edmunds. 

His family have asked mourners to 
make a donation to any charity instead of 
sending flowers.

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Boy arrested 
over blaze at 
family home 


A BOY has been arrested in 
connection with a blaze 
which broke out at a house in 
Haverhill. 

Mother Kim Fernandez previously 
told the Weekly News how the fire 
broke out on the landing of her 
house, leaving her two youngest 
children, Melissa, 8, and Harrison, 6, 
trapped in a bedroom upstairs. 

Mrs Fernandez told how she was 
sitting watching television in the 
lounge of her home in Castle Lane, 
just after 8pm on October 7 when 
the lights suddenly went out. 

She said: “I saw flickering coming 
down the landing and flames coming 
from the immersion tank. I could 
hear the children screaming because 
they could not get out of their room 
past the fire. I ran up there, but the 
heat knocked me back. I was terri¬ 
fied. 

“Then Reg, my husband, ran in 
and passed the children out to me. 
They got blisters because they had 
nothing on their feet and I burned 
my hands trying to get to them. 

“I was screaming at my other 
children Rebecca, 14, and Anthony,

12, who were downstairs, to get out. 
What shocked me most was the 
thought that I could have lost them 
all.” 

The fire gutted the family’s home. 
Almost every room of the house was 
reduced to a blackened mess and the 
fire burned through the roof. 

Mrs Fernandez said she was 
devastated by the incident and had 
“lost everything”. 

She added: “But I am just thankful 
we all got out alive.” 

The fire chief who led the team of 
six firefighters who tackled the blaze 
praised the couple’s bravery in 
getting the children out. 

Immediately after the incident, 
sub officer Neil Franklin, of Haverhill 
Fire Service, said: “It was a very lucky 
escape for the family.” 

■ A 16-year-old boy from Haverhill 
has been arrested on suspicion of 
arson with intent to endanger life. 

He has been released on police 
bail to return to Bury St Edmunds 
police station on December 22.

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The tree is a key part of it all 


Every year at Christmas the tree is at the centre 
of the action. Here’s some tips to help it sparkle 


WHETHER you go with 
tradition and buy a healthy 
Nordman Fir each 
December, or dig out your 
trusty artificial one from the 
attic, there’s no doubt that 
the Christmas tree is at the 
centre of the festive 
decorations. 

Once you’ve got the perfect 
tree then it’s time to deck it with 
twinkling fairy lights and sparkly 
decorations, ready to place those 
presents under for Christmas 
morning. 

In these credit crunch times a 


fake tree is the way to go. 

Follow these tips to buying and 
maintaining the perfect 
Christmas tree: 

■ Cut trees should be fresh when 
purchased. The needles should 
not be dull or dried up, and the 
branches shouldn’t be brittle. 
The outer needles shouldn’t fall 
off if the tree is gently shaken. 

■ After you have bought your 
tree it should be kept outside in a 
cool, shaded place, preferably 
standing in water until it is 
required indoors. 

■ Before bringing the tree inside, 
cut about half an inch off the 


trunk to open up the pores, and 
mount it in a water-holding 
stand. 

■ Keep the container topped up 
with water - an average tree can 
drink a pint a day. Don’t stand it 
near a radiator or it may dry out. 

■ If you want to grow your tree 
after Christmas, invest in a bare- 
root or container grown tree with 
its roots growing in the pot, 
slowly acclimatising it to the 
open by putting it in a sheltered 
spot initially, before planting in 
its final home, making sure the 
root collar is at ground level and 
watering it in well.

Preparations start here! 


THERE’S lots of time to 
get organised for the 
Christmas meal - as 
long as you start soon! 

Here’s a few tips to get 
you started: 

EARLY DECEMBER 
Order your turkey or buy a 
frozen one now. To 
calculate the size you’ll 
need, estimate 450g per 
person. Remember that a 
frozen turkey will need four 
or five days to thaw out. 
Now is also a good time to 
freeze a batch of mince pies 
or two. 

A WEEK BEFORE 
Start to defrost the turkey. 
Make a shopping list of 
everything you will need 
(don’t forget pet food!) and 
stock up on bread and 
milk, which you can always 
freeze.

Take your 
turkey out of the fridge and 
cover with foil before bed 
time. Make your bread 
sauce, set the table and 
hang your stocking with 
pride. 

CHRISTMAS DAY 

At 7.30 p re-heat your oven, 


then you can treat yourself 
to a little break - it is 
Christmas, after all! 
11.30am: Heat up bread 
sauce, warm plates and 
prepare sausages and pigs 
in blankets. Pop them in 
the oven. 

Come noon, start 
steaming the pudding and 
open red wine to breathe. 


Remember also to breathe 
yourself. 

12.45pm: Make the roast 
potatoes and put some 
water on to boil for your 
other vegetables. 

1.15pm: Remove your 
turkey from the over, and 
cover with foil to keep 
warm. 

1.30pm: Remove sausages 


and pigs in blankets. 
1.45pm: Put sprouts on to 
cook, heat up gravy. Dish 
up other food, and carve 
turkey. 

2pm: Making sure the 
pudding doesn’t burn in 
your absence - sit down 
and enjoy your dinner.

INDIGESTION 
Problem: Overdone it on the 
turkey, stuffing, mash, 
chocolate log, cheese and 
those few mince pies you 
nibbled on? If you’re feeling 
bloated or have any 
discomfort in your chest or 
stomach, it’s most likely due 
to indigestion. 

What to do: Indigestion is 
caused by acid reflux, when 
the acid in your stomach 
escapes into your digestive 
system. The best way to 
reduce symptoms is by 
taking over-the-counter 
antacids which neutralise 
the acid. Eating slowly will 
also help. If you have 
indigestion frequently, you 
should see your doctor as it 
might be due to a more 
serious health problem. 

HANGOVER

What to do: Most hangover 
symptoms are caused by 
dehydration, as alcohol is a 
diuretic. It also eats up the 
body’s store of vitamins and 
minerals, and reduces blood 
sugar levels - which might 
explain the throbbing 
headache. Water, and lots of 
it, is the best cure. In fact, 
following every alcoholic 
drink on a night out with a 
glass of water is said to help 
stave off a hangover.

The robin Is a symbol to care for 



Chirpy creature: The robin could do with your help though! 


THE humble robin is a 
traditional Christmas 
symbol in Britain. The 
red-breasted bird is 
often depicted on our 
festive greetings cards 
and Christmas gift 
wrapping. 

The robin is appreciated 
for its splash of colour 
against a bleak, winter 
garden, as well as for its 
cheery nature and beautiful 
song. However, there is 
more to this chirpy creature 
then just cute Christmas 
cards of it posing on snow 
covered post boxes and 
nesting in old copper 
watering cans. Robins live 
throughout Europe (except 
the far north) and Western 
Siberia. 

We notice an increased 
number of robins in the UK 
during winter months as 
robins in colder climates 
move to warmer wintering 
gathering grounds during 
the autumn. Robins who 
live in close proximity to 
people can become rather 
tame, especially towards 


avid gardeners. Some 
cheeky robins have learned 
to take advantages of 
unearthed worms caused 
from gardeners digging and 
turning the soil. 

Male robins are very 
territorial and sing to 
proclaim their territory - 
what sounds like a cheerful 
winter song to us is actually 
a warning of occupation to 
other robins in the area. 

The birds mate and nest 
in late March, females 
build a nest from dry dead 
leaves and moss in 
crevasses in trees, wall 


cavities or undergrowth. 
Because robins don’t build 
traditional nests with twigs 
and sticks and instead 
simply line holes and 
crevasses is why we hear 
tales about nesting in old 
watering cans and 
Wellington boots. The 
female lays between four 
and six small white to 
slightly blue speckled eggs 
which she incubates for 
two weeks. 

At two weeks old the 
chicks can fly. By this time 
the father feeds his 
offspring for a further three 


weeks until the chicks 
become independent at 
around five weeks old, 
meanwhile the female rears 
her second brood. Chicks 
are not born with the 
trademark vibrant red 
breast feathers. They shed 
their juvenile feathers to 
make way for their splash 
of red on their breasts. 

More than a half of the 
chicks die during their first 
year. However, robins can 
live up to the ripe old age of 
five years, which is 
something to sing about as 
the festivities begin!

“She’s an amazing dog, 
I wouldn’t be without 
her,” says Jackie, 
bending down to give 
Quattro a loving pat. 
“Without my hearing aid 
I can’t hear anything at 
all, not a single sound. I 
was born with impaired 
hearing, so I’m used to it, 
but it can feel a bit lonely 
sometimes - and a bit 
scary. 

“With Quattro by my 
side I feel safe: I know 
she’s looking after me.” 

Provided by the 
national charity Hearing 
Dogs for Deaf People, 
Quattro acts as Jackie’s 
ears. She is trained to 
alert her by touch - 
prodding with her paw - 
to all manner of 
everyday noises, from 
the cooker alarm to the 
phone and front

doorbell. She can also 
communicate danger by 
quickly lying down on 
the floor. 

“She’s a very 
intelligent dog,” says 
Jackie in admiration. 
“Having her has changed 
my life: I feel a lot more 
confident now, 
especially about going 
out. It takes me a lot 
longer to get round 
Tesco these days though 
- everyone keeps 
stopping me to ask 
about my lovely dog.” 

Hearing impairment 
runs in Jackie’s family: 
her mother, who lives in 
Witchford, is the proud 
owner of a hearing dog 
called Flynn. 

“Because of my 
mother’s hearing 
problems they tested me 
when I was about 2,” 
recounts Jackie, settling 
on the sofa. “Going to 
school wasn’t easy. I felt 
quite cut off from other 
people; I didn’t have 
many friends. In those 
days hearing aids were 
huge: my mum had to 
make all my dresses 
herself, sewing in a 
special pocket on the 
chest for the hearing aid 
to go in. 

“You know what kids 
can be like: they pick on 
anyone who’s a bit 


different. I had a hearing 
aid and glasses, so they 
picked on me a lot. I had 
my hearing aid and 
glasses thrown down the 
stairs, my hearing aid 
dumped in a jug of 
orange juice... Those 
are the kind of things 
you remember, they stay 
with you. 

“I still feel angry about 
it: there’s one girl in 
particular I could slap 
even now” 

Jackie says her 
secondary years were a 
little easier, thanks to 
having an older brother 
at the same school and a 
learning support worker 
assigned to help her with 
her studies. But it wasn’t 
until she moved on to 
college that Jackie’s 
confidence really began 
to bounce back: training 
in horticulture, she knew 
she’d found her niche. 

“I knew I’d never cope 
in an office; whenever I 
go somewhere with a lot 
of background noise I 
can’t hear a word of what 
anyone’s saying -1 have 
to rely on lip reading - 
and it can be very 
frustrating,” explains 
Jackie, who lives in 
Swaffham Bulbeck. “But 
I loved being outside in 
the fresh air, working 
mostly on my own. It 
suited me. And being at 
college really opened me 
up a lot.” 

Going on to work as a 


professional gardener, 
Jackie also had a spell as 
a nanny - a job which 
led her to meet Mark, 
now her husband. “He 
was plastering for the 
family I worked for,” says 
Jackie. “We got chatting, 

I liked him and I asked 
him out; we’ve been 
together ever since.” 

The couple went on to 
have three children, 
Daniel, 16, Charlotte, 14, 
and India, 11. Although 
she clearly loves being a 
mum - there are framed 
photos of the kids dotted 
all round the room - 
Jackie admits the 
pregnancies took their 
toll on her hearing. 
“When I had the kids it 
did deteriorate,” she 
explains. “I don’t really 
know why. My mum’s 
hearing deteriorated 
when she was in her 20 s; 
it’s an inherited thing.” 

Jackie is now totally 
deaf in one ear and has 
lost 89 per cent of 
hearing in her other. 
Thanks to a hearing aid, 
she is able to hear some 
speech as long as there’s 
no background 
interference; despite an 
amplifier, she finds the 
phone a real challenge. 

“If anyone speaks in a 
strong accent or they’re a 
bit mumbled, I just can’t 
work out what they’re 
saying,” she admits. “It’s 
a bit embarrassing to 
admit, but I do actually 
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dog Quattro 
Jackie’s life 



put the phone down on 
people sometimes.” 

Over time, Jackie says 
she became more and 
more reliant on friends 
and family to do her 
hearing for her. “I used to 
rely on India, my 
youngest, most of all,” she 
says. “She was the one 
who told me when the 
microwave pinged or the 
doorbell went.” 

Jackie first applied for a 
hearing dog more than 10 
years ago. But, a real 
animal lover, she already 
had a pet collie - and the 
charity said she couldn’t 
have an assistance dog 
too (the close bond 
hearing dogs form with 
their owners can cause a 
lot of friction with existing 
pets). 

“I’ve always loved 
animals,” says Jackie. “I 
had a pony when I was 
little that I adored: riding 
was my escape from the 
real world. Nowadays 
we’ve got a real 
menagerie: the dog, cats, 
rats, chickens, fish...” 

After losing Buster, the 
collie, Jackie applied to 
Hearing Dogs for Deaf 
People again. This time 
she was successful: paired 
up with a new recruit, a 
terrier called Pip, she and 
the rest of the family 
spent a whole week at a 
specialist training centre 
learning all about hearing 
dogs and the way they 
work. 

Sadly, Pip didn’t pass 
his probation. After living 
and working with Jackie 
for several months, he 
had to be retired. “He was 
a terrier and he just 
barked at everything. It 
was a very tough decision 
for the whole family - we 


all loved him - but it just 
wasn’t working.” 

After losing Pip, Jackie 
admits she was reluctant 
to take on another 
hearing dog. “She didn’t 
want to go through all 
that again,” explains 
Mark. “Then one day I 
came home from work 
and she had this big grin 
on her face; she said 
‘D’you want to meet our 
new hearing dog?...” 

This time Jackie had 
been matched up with 
Quattro, a more mature 
dog who’d already worked 
with another woman with 
impaired hearing. “She 
couldn’t keep Quattro 
because she’d just had a 
baby and getting out for 
walks was a problem,” 
explains Jackie. “And 
Quattro and I bonded 
pretty much straight 
away: I love her to bits.” 

Quattro goes 
everywhere with Jackie. 

As an official assistance 
dog, she wears a special 
coat when she goes out 
but, even so, she has been 
refused entry to 
numerous shops. “It can 
be quite upsetting,” 


admits Jackie. “And it’s 
embarrassing too. But it 
really comes down to a 
lack of awareness: people 
know about guide dogs, 
but hearing dogs are less 
well-known.” 

Four years ago Jackie 
went back to college to 
retrain in animal care, 
going on to win an 
achievement award for 
Best Mature Student. 
Since then she has been 
hunting for a job, ideally 
as an assistant at a vet 
surgery. 

“I went for one 
interview, but they 
thought I’d leave Quattro 
in a kennel while I worked 
- that’s what I mean 
about a lack of 
awareness.” 

Keen to do her bit for 
the charity, Jackie is now 
treasurer of the 
Cambridge branch of 
Hearing Dogs for Deaf 
People. “Having Quattro 
has made a real difference 
to me: she’s not only my 
friend, she’s given me my 
independence. So I know 
what an impact having a 
hearing dog can have; it’s 
amazing.” 


Charity is funded by donations 


LAUNCHED at Crufts in 1982, the charity 
Hearing Dogs for Deaf People trains dogs 
to alert deaf people to specific sounds at 
home, at work and in public places. 

More than 1,500 hearing dogs have been 
homed in England, Scotland, Wales, 
Northern Ireland and the Channel Islands; 
there are more than 80 living and working 
in East Anglia alone. No charge is made to 
recipients; the charity is funded solely by 
donations. 

There is a long waiting list for a dog: 
more than 650,000 people in the UK are 
severely or profoundly deaf - and could 
therefore benefit from a hearing 
companion. 

As Jackie’s story shows, hearing dogs 
can change lives. By giving both friendship 
and practical help, they provide greater 
independence, confidence and security. 

Most of the dogs, trained first by 



volunteer socialisers and then on a 
specialist course, are selected from rescue 
centres or are unwanted pets - so the 
charity also changes the lives of 
abandoned dogs.

Jobless get 
training help 

A £2.8 million fund 
could offer a vital 
lifeline for people who 
lose their job. 

The Response to 
Redundancy scheme 
offered by the East of 
England Development 
Agency (EEDA) pays 
for them to retrain. 

More than 10,000 
people have used it to 
do so, with 6,700 
finding work in 13 
weeks. 

Although the 
percentage of people 
claiming 

unemployment related 
benefit in the East of 
England has dropped 
from 119,263 in 2009 
to 105,765, Deborah 
Cadman, chief 
executive at EEDA, said 
it was still important to 
help businesses cope. 
She said the scheme 
was for small 
companies and supply 
chains that lack the 
financial reserves to 
fully support individuals 
facing redundancy. 
“With new investment 
from the ESF 
(European Social 
Fund), we expect a 
further 8,000 people to 
receive the help they 
need over the next year. 
“Despite encouraging 
signs of economic 
recovery, local 
businesses will con¬ 
tinue to feel the after¬ 
shock of a global 
recession for months 
and years to come, 
with redundancies an 
unfortunate but 
inevitable by-product.” 
Dale Morgan, chief 
executive of The 
Consultancy Home 
Counties (TCHC) which 
manages the fund, said 
it was important for 
people to know help 
was available.

IF aspiring directors could learn 
their craft by a process similar to 
painting-by-numbers, combining 
basic and familiar elements to 
create something that crudely 
resembles a film, then You Again 
would be the starter kit. 
Distinguished by its clumsy, linear 
narrative and a directorial style that 
is the cinematic equivalent of a 
weary sigh, Andy Fickman’s 
romantic comedy is irredeemably 
cliched and trite. 

Fickman is mired in a morass of 
revenge and retribution 
masquerading as female 
empowerment and sisterly 
solidarity. The film gradually sucks 
the life out of his cast and 
eventually out of us, too. 

Marni (Kristen Bell) secures a 
promotion to vice president of the 
New York office of her public 
relations company, and returns 
home jubilant to northern California 
to attend the wedding of her 
beloved brother, Will (James Wolk). 
En route, her mother Gail (Jamie 
Lee Curtis) reveals that Will’s 
blushing bride-to-be is none other 
than the very same Joanna (Odette 


Yustman) who made her high 
school years a misery. 

Except that rather than being the 
sneering bully of old, Joanna has 
reinvented herself as an 
earthbound angel and do-gooder, 
who has her in-laws wrapped 
around her little finger. 

Gail and husband Mark (Victor 
Garber) adore Joanna, little brother 
Ben (Billy Unger) thinks she is cool 
and even the family dog prefers the 
newest addition to the household. 
Determined to prevent Will from 
making the biggest mistake of his 
life, Marni vows to expose Joanna 
as a fraud. 

Meanwhile, Gail has an unresolved 
conflict of her own: Joanna’s aunt 


Ramona (Sigourney Weaver), who 
was her best friend at high school 
until the teenagers fell out over a 
boy. 

You Again opens with a convincing 
argument for Joanna being, as 
Marni puts it, "Satan’s spawn" but 
as the film progresses, we’re asked 
to feel sorry for the bride-to-be as 
she gets a taste of her own bitter 
medicine. 

First-time screenwriter Moe Jelline 
doesn’t have the skill yet to walk 
this emotional tightrope so as he 
stumbles towards one of those 
resolutions that ensures every 
character exits with a smile on their 
face, we struggle to understand 
why they deserve our blessing.

Help our birds survive 
bitter winter months 


B irds are as important 
to the wildlife garden 
as butter is to bread, 
not only providing interest 
to budding twitchers, but 
helping to keep unwanted 
pests such as slugs and 
snails under control. 

As their natural habitat 
continues to disappear, it is more 
important than ever to feed the 
birds during the winter months. 

“In some cases keeping 
feeders topped up can mean the 
difference between life and 
death, especially for some of the 
smaller birds who lose heat from 
their bodies extremely quickly 
when it’s really cold,” says 
Gemma Rogers, of the Royal 
Society for the Protection of 
Birds. 

But there are so many different 
feeders and seed types on the 
market, it’s difficult to know 
which are the best. 

“There are a lot of nasty 
feeders out there which can trap 
beaks and feet,” says Rogers, “so 
you need to go to a reputable 
supplier. And be aware that some 
feeders are ridiculously cheap for 
a reason.”

Never put out the nylon mesh 
bags containing fat as birds can 
become trapped in them. Go for 
steel mesh feeders and provide a 
mix of seeds to attract different 
birds. 

Birds require high energy, high 
fat foods during the cold winter 
weather to maintain their body 
reserves to survive the frosty 
nights. Finches are especially 
grateful for seeds in late winter 
and early spring. 

In summer they love black 
sunflower seeds, pinhead 
oatmeal, soaked sultanas, raisins 
and currants, mild grated cheese, 
mealworms, waxworms, mixes 
for insectivorous birds and good 
seed mixtures without loose 
peanuts, on which their young 
could choke. 


Never put out loose peanuts, 
dry hard foods, large chunks of 
bread, or fats during the spring or 
summer months. Make sure you 
buy ‘safe nuts’ from reputable 
outlets and offer them in cages. 

Peanuts will attract blue tits, 
great tits, woodpeckers and even 
robins if you crush the peanuts, 
niger seeds will encourage 
finches and siskins, but the more 
variety of food you have, the 
larger the range of birds you are 
likely to attract. 

Small flocks of greenfinches 
can be a common sight at bird 
tables, sometimes queuing up 
with chaffinches and sparrows to 
take a turn at feeders. 

Use bird tables to attract larger 
birds such as collared doves, 
wood pigeons and starlings. 

There are also many plants 
you can grow to encourage birds 
to visit. 

Traditional countryside hedges 
are now full of blackberries, 
elderberries, rosehips, haws and 
sloes on which the birds can feed, 
and you can mimic the classic 
hedgerow in your garden by 
planting a fruiting hedge. 

The RSPB advises gardeners 
to mix rugosa roses, elder and 
hawthorn to act as a wild 


foodstore, even adding a 
gooseberry or bramble if there’s 
room. If you have a large garden, 
try growing hazel (Corylus 
avellana) for its nuts and 
attractive catkins. 

Other plants, including crab 
apples, ivy, box-leaved 
honeysuckle and cotoneaster also 
add glorious colour to the 
autumn and winter scene as well 
as producing fruit and berries for 
the birds. Avoid sterile hybrids, 
which won’t produce seeds or 
fruit, but give your garden some 
colour and nutritious seeds for 
the birds by planting 
coneflowers, teasels and knautia 
macedonica. 

If you have fallen apples and 
pears on your lawn, leave them 
for the song thrushes and 
blackbirds who will feast on 
them. 

Let the birds make the most of 
nature’s larder - but make sure 
you offer them some extra titbits 
to help them through the winter 
months. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Nerine 

Walking around the beautiful 
gardens in Bressingham, near 
Diss, Norfolk, last week, the

plants that really caught my eye 
against a backdrop of autumnal 
tints were the clusters of pink 
nerines, which stand out from the 
crowd at this time of year. 

These autumn-flowering 
bulbs, which bloom from 
September and into November, 
have long, thin, pointed buds 
which rise up on bright green 
stems and explode into lollipops 
of sugar pink flowers, making a 
striking addition to warm borders 
or patio pots. Originating from 
South Africa, these lily-like 
plants do like to be in a free 
draining soil where they can bake 
in the sun. 


The most popular variety, 
Nerine bowdenii, is fully-hardy 
but is best planted in groups 
against a sunny wall. Bulbs 
should be planted in late autumn 
or early spring but not too deeply 
- the tips should be quite close to 
the surface. 

In cold areas, mulch clumps 
when they have finished 
flowering to give extra protection 
against frost, and feed in summer 
with a high-potash fertiliser to 
boost flower production. If you 
plant them in pots, use a loam- 
based compost such as John 
Innes No 2 and water well when 
they are growing strongly.
